Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  following  report 
of  the  departments  of  the  Adjutant  General  and  Quartermaster 
General  for  the  years  1889  and  1890. 

organization. 

The  West  Virginia  National  Guard  was  organized  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  24,  Acts  1889,  by  General  Orders  No.  2, 
dated  June  7, 1889,  into  one  Brigade  of  two  Regiments  designated 
as  the  First  and  Second  Regiments. 

To  the  first  Regiment,  there  were  assigned  ten  companies  and  to 
the  Second  eight — the  Governors  Guard  unattached.  As  will 
be  seen  from  Roster  herewith  published,  each  regiment  now  has 
ten  companies,  the  Gov.  Guard  having  been  attached  to  the 
Second. 

Because  the  annual  allowance  from  the  war  department  would 
not  equip  a  greater  number  of  the  limit,  of  forty  enlisted  men  was 
placed  upon  each  company,  by  General  Orders  no  3,  dated  July 
10,  1889  As  some  of  the  companies  are  not  fully  equipped  and 
as  some  new  organizations  will  be  effected  soon,  this  limit  must  be 
mantained  for  a  short  time  at  least. 

The  membership  of  the  National  Guard  at  this  date  shows  96 
commissioned  officers  and  742  enlisted  men,  total  938. 
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The  general  condition  of  the  organization  is  very  good,  when 
we  consider  the  short  time  that  the  officers  and  men  have  had  for 
instruction  and  work,  and  considering  too  that  they  have  had  to 
rely  almost  entirely  upon  their  own  local  energies  and  means  for 
success. 

The  National  Guard  with  very  few  exceptions,  is  composed  of 
men  who  depend  solely  upon  their  labor  for  their  support  and  it 
cannot  be  expected  that  they  shall  devote  ail  that  time  to  their 
duties,  which  will  render  them  as  efficient  as  the  militia  of  those 
States  which  annually  place  their  soldiers  at  the  entire  expense 
of  the  State,  in  encampments,  where  the  best  instructions  are 
given,  and  the  most  thorough  discipline  demonstrated  and  main- 
tained, besides  allowing  each  man  a  per  diem  sufficient  to  com 
mutate  his  labor  while  encamped. 

With  proper  encouragements  from  our  Legislature  and  from 
the  heads  of  our  several  organizations,  we  shall  soon  have  at 
least  one  thousand  soldiers  of  whom  our  State  may  well  feel 
proud. 

Our  militia  law  is  a  good  one,  thoroughly  practical  and  easily 
understood,  and  no  chauges  are  thought  necessary.  All  that  is 
required  is  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  carry  it  into  effect. 

Should  the  Commissioners  aud  managers  of  the  World's  Fair  at 
Chicago  determine  to  make  a  military  encampment  one  of  the 
important  features  of  the  Exposition,  West  Virginia  should  by  all 
means  be  repiesented.  On  all  such  ^occasions,  opinions  concern- 
ing a  State  are  formed  largely  from  the  appearance  and  efficiency 
of  its  soldiers — as  they  are  readily  recognized  and  located.  The 
citizens  may  be  many  times  as  numerous,  yet  their  identity  is  lost 
in  the  numberless  throng  attending  on  such  occasions. 

RIFLE- PRACTICE. 

It  is  the  intention  to  have  a  thorough  system  of  rifle  practice 
inaugurated  and  put  into  practical  operation  throughout  the  en- 
tire organization  during  the  coming  season.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  important  branches  of  the  service  and  calculated  to  arouse 
greater  interest  than  any  other. 

OUR  NATIONAL  GUARD  AT  RICHMOND. 

On  the  29th  of  last  May,  yourself  and  staff  and  some  of  the 
staffs  of  other  commanding  officers  together  with  the  Second  Reg- 
iment Band  and  Companies  0-  D.  F.  H.  and  L,  of  the  Second 
Regiment,  Col.  J.  W.  A.  Ford,  in  Command,  attended  and  par- 
ticipated in  the  ceremonies  of  unveiling  the  statue  of  General  R. 
E.  Lee,  at  Richmond,  Virginia. 

The  West  Virginia  troops  headed  bv  the  2nd  Reg.  Band  occu- 
pied the  position  on  the  right  of  the  Virginia  troops.  They  were 
in  line  more  than  six  hours,  and  the  entire  procession  of  militia 
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and  other  organizations  were  reviewel  by  the    Governors  of  the 
several  states  and  others  on  Franklin  Street. 

The  officers  and  men  paid  their  own  expenses  going  and  re- 
turning, but  were  cordially  and  comfortable  quartered  and  enter- 
tained while  there,  free  of  cost,  by  the  Military  Committee  in 
charge,  of  which  General  Anderson  was  chairman  ;  and  this  op- 
portunity is  taken  to  return  to  him  and  the  committee  the  sincere 
thanks  of  all  those  present,  for  the  courteous  treatment  shown  to 
the  West  Virginia  National  Guard. 

There  were  more  than  5000  soldiers  from  different  states  quar 
tered  and  well  cared  for,  under  one  r^of,  and  so  perfect  were  the 
arrangements   and  discipline  that  neither  confusion  nor  discord 
were  heard  to  exist. 

This  gave  our  troops  an  excellent  opportunity  to  learn  much  of 
a  soldier's  life  and  duties,  and  I  feel  safe  to  say  those  opportuni- 
ties were  improved. 

West  Virginia  bore  a  prominent  part  in  the  ceremonies,  and 
the  music  of  the  band  and  appearance  of  the  troops  were  signaliz- 
ed by  loud  applauses  all  along  the  line. 

MEDALS  BELONGING  TO  SOLDIERS. 

The  Legislature  in  1887  by  a  joint  resolution  authorized  "the 
Adjutant  General  to  turn  over  to  the  Commander  of  the  depart- 
ment of  West  Virginia  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  all 
medals  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  soldiers  of  this  State 
who  served  in  the  late  war  for  the  Union,"  and  the  department 
of  West  Virginia  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  at  a  meeting  held 
at  Harrisville,  Ritchie  County,  on  the  23  and  24  days  of  April, 
1890,  adopted  a  resolution ''authorizing  L.  A.  Martin  of  Charleston 
W.  Va.,  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander,  to  receive  from 
Ihe  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  of  West  Virgiuia  any  medals 
belonging  to  West  Virginia  Soldiers,  who  served  in  the  Union 
Army  in  the  war  1861  5  which  may  yet  remain  in  the  possession 
of  said  Adjutant  General  " 

Under  the  aurhority  of  the  above  resolutions  1  turned  over  to 
L.  A.  Martin,  Sen.  Vice  Department  Com.,  on  the  15th  day  of 
May,  1890,  all  the  medals  in  the  possession  of  this  office  belonging 
to  soldiers  as  mentioned  in  the  resolutions. 

RECORDS    OP   SOLDIERS   OF  THE   LATE   WAR. 

The  original  muster-in  rolls,  pay  rolls  and  muster-out  rolls  of  a 
very  large  number  of  the  Company  organizations  of  soldiers  who 
enlisted,  or  who  were  assigned  to  West  Virginia  commands  dur- 
ing the  late  war,  are  filed  in  this  office,  and  many  of  them,  from 
continued  handling  for  reference  for  records  of  service,  have  be- 
come almost  illegible,  and  before  being  entirely  worn  out  they 
should  be  recorded  in  well-bound  books  and  preserved ;  and  in 
connection  with  this  subject  I  would  suggest  that  there  is  not  a 
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single  fire  proof  vault  or  safe  at  the  disposal  or  accessible  to  the 
Adjutant  General's  office,  and  all  the  records  and  papers,  none  of 
which,  if  destroyed,  could  be  replaced,  are  wholly  unprotected.  A 
fire-proof  safe  ol  sufficient  size  to  contain  those  important  should 
be  placed  in  this  office. 

Under  our  present  law  the  Adjutant-General  is  also  required  to 
perform  the  duties  of  Quartermaster  General  as  well  as  those  of 
State  Librarian  and  Superintendent  of  Weights  and  Measares. 

Clerical  aid  is  absolutely  necessary,  which  to  this  time  you  have 
kindly  furnished,  and  in  the  absense  of  an  appropriation  paid  for 
out  of  your  contingent  fund.

To  the  Adjutant  General,  West  Va  National  Guard : 

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  Report  of  the  con- 
dition and  needs  of  the  West  Virginia  National  Guard. 

I  have  caused  an  inspection  of  the  brigade  to  be  made  and 
attach  hereto  the  report  of  Major  J.  C.  Gluck,  Brigade  Inspector. 

Companies  A,  B,  C,  D.  E,  F,  G,  H  and  I  of  the  First  Regiment, 
I  take  pleasure  in  reporting  as  in  good  condition  so  far  as  they, 
with  thfi  assistance  of  the  Regimental  Commander  and  Staff  have 
been  able  to  effect  their  welfare.  I  deem  it  a  great  credit  to  them 
that  they  have  attained  so  great  proficiency,  which  is  due  almost 
entirely  to  their  own  interest  and  enthusiasm.  K  Company,  of 
this  Regiment,  is  in  a  disorganized  condition,  but  before  taking 
any  action  to  change  the  character  of  this  company  I  have  waited 
to  see  whether  or  not  the  Legislature  would  take  any  steps  to- 
ward encouraging  the  existence  of  the  West  Virginia  National 
Guard. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  Second  Regiment,  as  a  whole,  does  not 
approach  so  closely  the  standard  of  military  perfection.  The 
esprit  and  general  character  of  a  regiment  are  mainly  what  the 
Regimental  Commander  makes  it,  but  it  is  difficult  to  criticize 
under  the  general  conditions  surrounding  the  West  Virginia  Na- 
tional Guard  at  present.  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  Col.  Ford,  if 
he  could  feel  that  there  was  to  be  a  future  for  bis  regiment  and 
that  it  would  be  fostered  by  the  State  government  would  arouse 
his  military  pride  and  make  his  regiment  equal  to  the  best. 
Indeed  under  all  tho  circumstances,  1  consider  this  regiment  in 
fair  condition.  Companies  G  and . I  are  excellent,  A,  B,  D,  and 
H  are  good,  K  should  be  re-organized  and  C  disbanded. 


All  the  officers  of  the  First  Regiment,  except  those  of  Company 
K,  are  interested  and  enthusiastic,  as  also  are  the  great  majority 
of  the  officers  of  the  Second  Regiment. 

This  combined  with  interest  and  enthusiasm  of  the  non-com- 
missioned officers  and  men  makes  an  excellent  basis  on  which  to 
build  a  brigade  as  fine  as  any  in  the  land.  To  that  end  I  earn- 
estly recommend  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  maintain  proper 
armories  and  an  additional  appropriation  of  $20,000  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  Brigade  Encampment,  so  much  of  said  appropriation  as 
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may  not  be  used  to  be  converted  into  the  treasury.  In  some 
States,  notable  New  York,  regimental  encampments  are  preferred 
on  the  grounds  that  no  circumstances  are  likely  to  arise  which 
will  require  the  assembling  of  more  than  a  Battalion.  I  recom- 
mend a  Brigade  Encampment,  however,  as  Battalion  instruction 
can  be  given  just  as  well  in  a  Brigade  Encampment  as  in  a  Regi- 
mental Encamoment,  wiih  the  additional  advantage  of  the  emu- 
lation that  will  naturally  arise  when  several  Battalions  are 
drilled  and  instructed  in  the  same  vicinity  at  the  same  time. 

My  report  this  year  is  necessarily  brief,  owing  to  the  limited 
knowledge  of  the  W.  Va.,  National  Guard  iu  military  matters. 
It  would  not  be  just  or  fair  to  criticize  the  methods  or  even  the 
lack  of  methods  of  any  organization  that  has  not  had  a  standard 
of  excellence  set  before  them.  I  trust,  however,  that  the  Legis- 
lature will  come  to  our  relief  with  suitable  appropriations  and 
enable  us  to  take  a  stand  with  the  military  organizitions  of  other 
States.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  result  of  my  inspection  of 
the  companies  of  the  first  and  second  Reg.  of  Inf.  of  the  W.  Va., 
N.  G.,  composing  the  Brigade  under  your  command  in  obedience 
to  General  Orders  No.  20  from  General  Headquarters  and  No. 
1,  from  Brigade   Headquarters  the  latter  dated  October   1,   1890. 

FIRST  REGIMENT. 

Company  A,  Ritchie  C.  H , — Oa  November  15th  I  inspected 
this  Co.,  and  found  it  in  excellent  condition.  It  is  efficiently  offi- 
cered and  well  drilled  and  diciplined,  this  is  the  oldest  company 
in  the  State  and  its  future  prospects  are  good.  It  has  a  fair 
armory. 

Company  UB"  Auburn. — November  15th  this  Company  was 
inspected.  Its  officers  are  competent  and  the  men  full  of  en- 
thusiasm.    It  is  carefully  drilled  and  disciplined  and    second  in 
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age  to  Company  "A."     It  has  a  good  armory  with  lockers  for 
each  man  for  arms  clothing  and  equipments. 

Company  UC"  Grafton. —  On  November  15th  I  inspected  this 
Company  and  for  its  age  is  the  best  drilled  and  disciplined  Com- 
pany in  the  States  service.  It  has  fine  officers  and  bids  fair  to  be 
a  superior  Company.  It  has  a  good  armory  and  arms  and  cloth- 
ing and  in  good  condition. 

Company   lD"  Flat  Run. — On  November  19th   I   visited  this 
Company.     It  was  re-organized  on  November   15,    under  a  two 
years  enlistment.     It  is  in  fair  condition  with  experienced  officers 
and  is  composed  of  substantial  material  and  has  good  prospects. 
It  has  a  very  small  armory. 

Company  "E,"  Rowlsburg. — On  November  17th  I  inspected  this 
Company.  It  is  a  good  Company,  with  competent  officers  and 
arms  and  clothing  in  good  condition.  This  Company  has  made 
the  most  marked  improvement  since  last  inspection  of  any  Com- 
pany inspected.     Its  armory  is  only  a  fair  one. 

Company  UF,"  Burton. — The  20th  of  November  I  visited  Bur- 
ton. This  Company  is  a  new  one,  having  been  organized  in  June 
last.  It  is  properly  officered  and  with  careful  attention  will  make 
a  fair  Company.    Its  armory  is  good. 

Company  UG,"  West  Liberty. — This  Company  was  inspected  by 
Major  R.  A.  Armstrong  on  November  22d,  and  he  reports  the 
Company  in  fair  condition  with  clothing  and  equipments  in  good 
shape.     It  has  only  an  ordinary  armory. 

Company  ';H,"  Wellsburg. — This  Company  was  inspected  on 
November  22d.  It  is  in  good  shape  every  way,  well  officered  and 
has  a  good  armory. 

Company  "I,"  Morgantown. — This  Company  was  visited  on  No- 
vember lbth.  At  present  it  is  without  an  armory,  but  will  soon 
have  an  excellent  one.  It  was  not  inspected,  the  weather  being 
unfit  for  outdoor  parade.  It  has  good  officers  and  is  a  fine  Com- 
pany in  drill  and  discipline. 

Company  "K,"  Wheeling. — I  visited  this  Company  on  Novem- 
ber 21st.  It  has  a  good  armory,  and  arms,  clothing  and  equip- 
ments in  good  condition.  It  is  a  small  Company,  below  the  min- 
imum in  numbers,  and  with  present  material  I  fear  its  future  is 
not  bright.  Its  time  expires  in  April  next  and  then  it  should  be 
re-organized. 

SECOND   REGIMENT. 

Company  "A,"  Princeton. — I  visited  this  Company  on  October 
28th.  It  is  a  new  Company,  organized  in  September  last.  It  is 
composed  of  good  material,  well  officered  and  prospect  flattering. 
It  has  uniforms  but  no  arms  and  a  fair  armory.  [Note  by  Q.  M. 
Gen'l. — Fifty  caliber  guns  have  been  furnished  this  Company 
since  inspection.] 

Company  tkB,"  Buckhannon.— This  Company  was  inspected 
November  14th,  and  is  a  good  Company  with  a  good  armory.    Its 
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officers  are  competent  and  men  well  drilled  and  disciplined.     It 
was  recently  transferred  from  the  First  Regiment. 

Company  "0,"  Union. — This  Company  failed  to  meet  for  in- 
spection and  I  found,  after  careful  investigation,  that  it  had  not  met 
for  some  time,  and  is  so  far  disorganized  as  to  render  its  disbaud- 
ment  necessary.  Young  men  in  the  community  are  scarce,  and 
there  is  really  no  convenient  material  by  which  it  can  be  main- 
tained.    I  therefore  recommend  that  it  be  disbanded. 

Company  UD,"  Hinton. — I  inspected  this  Company  October 
24th  It  has  been  in  quite  a  disorganized  condition,  owing  to  lack 
of  interest  on  the  part  of  its  commandant,  therefore  has  made  lit- 
tle progress,  but  at  my  suggestion  a  Captain  was  selected  who,  I 
think,  will  bring  it  up  to  a  fair  standard.  It  now  has  a  good 
armory. 

Company  UE,"  Spencer. — Owing  to  lack  of  time  and  distance. 
I  had  this  Company  inspected  by  its  commandant  who  reports  it 
in  good  condition. 

Company  "F,"  Charlestown. — By  reason  of  a  long  distance'to 
travel  and  lack  of  time,  i  failed  to  visit  this  Company  I  directed 
the  Captain  to  inspect  it  and  report  to  me.  His  report,  I  have 
not  yet  received  but  learn  unofficially  that  it  is  in  an  excellent 
condition. 

Company  aG,"  Bramwell. — On  October  27ih,  I  visited  this 
Company  and  found  it  an  excellent  organization  with  competent 
officers  well  drilled  and  disciplined  and  a  fine  armony. 

Company  "H,"  Roncevert. — On  October  25th,  I  inspected  this 
Company  and  found  it  well  officered  and  in  very  good  condition 
generally,  with  a  fair  armory. 

Company  "I,"  Huntington. — I  inspected  this  Company  on  Oc 
tober  22.  It  is  an  excellent  company,  composed  of  good  material, 
well  officered,  and  shows  good  discipline,  accurate  instruction  anp 
fine  military  appearance.  Its  records  are  correctly  kept  and  its 
armory  is  the  best  in  the  State,  and  separate  lockers  for  the  arms 
and  clothing  for  each  enlisted  man. 

Company  '"K,"  Governor's  Guards,  Charleston. — On  October 
23rd,  I  visited  Charleston.  This  Company  entirely  failed  to  meet 
for  inspection  and  from  the  best  information  I  could  obtain,  I 
couclude  it  is  in  a  very  disorganized  condition  haviug  had  no 
meetings  or  drills  for  some  considerable  time.  I  •  arnestly  recom- 
mend that,  this  Company  should  be  re-organized  or  be  disbanded. 
The  Capitol  should  have  the  best  company  in  the  State  having  a 
fine  armony  at  its  disposal  and  all  other  necessary  facilities.  A 
poor  one  is  a  draw-back  to  the  general  interest  of  the  National 
Guard,  and  I  therefore  respectfully  urge  prompt  action  in  this 
matter. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  general  efficiency  and  military 
conduct  of  the  two  regiments  composing  the  brigade. 
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first  regiment. 

This  regiment  distinctly  shows  the  results  of  the  competency, 
thoughtful  care  and  promptness  of  its  commanding  officers.  It 
is  in  good  condition  and  ready  at  any  time  for  efficient  service. 
The  slightest  wants  of  its  members  are  promptly  and  carefully 
looked  after,  and  generous  encouragement  and  aid  extended  on 
every  suitable  occasion.  Its  commanding  officer  has  a  large  cor- 
respondence with  the  staff  and  line  officers  of  his  command,  and 
thus  keeps  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  wants  and  condition 
with  each  company,  and  every  detail  receives  his  personal  atten- 
tion. The  prospects  of  this  regiment  are  bright,  and  I  highly 
commend  the  patience,  sacrifices  and  perseverance  of  both  officers 
and  men  to  secure  this  end.  The  field  and  staff  are  in  happy 
accord,  and  show  also  a  deep  anxiety  as  to  its  future  welfare. 

SECOND   REGIMENT. 

This  regiment  has  not  been  as  earnestly  and  efficiently 
governed  as  it  should  have  been.  There  are  several  splen- 
did companies  in  this  command,  and  in  fact  some  of  the  best 
in  the  State,  evincing  laudable  desire  for  general  advancement  in 
military  efficiency.  But  I  cannot  say  that  is  due  to  the  care, 
promptness  and  individual  attention  of  its  commanding  officers. 
There  seems  to  be  a  lack  of  attention  to  details  and  the  necessity 
of  full  and  prompt  reports  and  other  minutia  so  imperatively  re- 
quired in  military  matters.  I  would  urge  a  closer  compliance  to 
the  requirements  of  the  law  by  those  holding  authority  in  this 
command  and  a  more  earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  the  field,  staff 
and  some  of  the  other  line  officers  in  the  future.  On  the 
whole,  however,  considering  the  lack  of  interest  manifested 
by  the  Legislature  in  the  National  Guard  the  meagre  appro- 
priations and  the  many  obstacles  encountered  by  the  offi- 
cers and  men  in  these  commands;  the  entire  Brigade  is 
in  a  far  better  condition  than  could  be  reasonably  expected. 

I  have  learned  during  my  visits  to  the  various  companies  of  a 
universal  desire  on  the  part  of  both  officers  and  men  for  a  yearly 
encampment  as  provided  by  the  present  law.  They  are  sufficiently 
versed  in  the  school  of  the  company  to  warrant  Battalion  in- 
struction.    Thus  far  no  opportunity  has  been  afforded  them. 

The  men  are  giving  on  an  average  one  month  a  year  to  the  ser- 
vice, without  any  remuneration  whatever,  and  this  they  do  un- 
complainingly. They  know  that  they  can  receive  no  pay  during 
an  encampment,  and.yet  they  are  willing  and  auxious  to  partici- 
pate in  one. 

Again,  the  troops  are  deficient  in  knowledge  of  the  duties  of 
guards  and  sentinels  and  are  anxious  to  acquire  it.  The  sentiment 
of  the  officers  and  men,  is  that  unless  this  is  done,  it  will  be  al- 
most impossible  to  maintain  for  any  length  of  time  a  respectable 
National  Guard  in  this  State. 
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The  cost  would  not  amount  to  ten  dollars  per  man  for  a  six 
days'  encampment,  transportation  included,  and  the  result  would 
be  an  enthusiastic  military  force  fit  for  appearance  and  duty  any 
where.  It  seems  to  me,  aj  larger  appropriation  is  necessary  for 
armory  rent  for  companies.  A  good  armory  can  not  be  usually 
rented  for  Jess  than  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  Many  now 
in  use  are  too  small  for  drill  and  parade  purposes,  and  this  neces- 
sitates an  abandonment  of  all  drills  during  the  winter  months — 
the  very  best  season  adapted  for  this  service. 

Below  will  be  found  a  statement  of  the  number  of  officers  and 
men  present  and  absent  at  the  recent  inspection,  and  also  the  ag- 
gregate strength  of  the  line  officers  and  men  of  each  regiment; 
also,  a  statement  of  the  ordinance  and  quarter -master  stores  in 
the  possession  of  the  companies  inspected.

Permanent  defects  of  the  extremeties  or  articulation,  causing 
inefficiency,  unnatural  excurvature  or  incurvature  of  the  spine, 
color  blindness,  chronic  disease  of  the  visual  organs,  epilepsy,  in- 
sanity, apparent  tendency  to  convulsions,  deafness,  chronic  ulcers, 
cicatrices  of  old  ulcers  liable  to  break  out  afresh,  chronic  heart  af- 
fection, insufficient  chest  expansions,  rupture  ( unless  a  proper  truss 
is  worn),  varicocele,  unless  slight;  stricture  ot  the  urethra  or  rectum. 
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fistula,  varicose  veins  of  lower  limbs,  unless  slight ;  decided  ca- 
chexia, strumous  disease,  or  apparent  predisposition  to  any  con- 
stitutional disease.     Stature,  less  than  five  feet. 

3.     Beside  the  above,  the  existince  of  any  disease,  physical  de- 
formity or  abnormal  condition   of  such  a  character  as  to  incapac 
itate  the  applicant  for  the  performance  of  his  duties  will  be  cause 
for  rejection.
